S.O. 702 (E).-In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 5 of the Foreign 
Trade (Development and Regulation) Act, 1992 (No. 22 of 1992), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following amendment in the Export and Import Policy, 1992-97, 
Revised Edition : March, 1995), namely :— 

2. The first two sentences of the second half of paragraph 46, shall be amended to 
read as under 

"A person holding a licence, either under fifteen per cent concessional 
duty or zero duty EPCG Scheme, may source the capital goods from a domestic 
manufacturer instead of importing them. In the event of a firm contract between 
the parties for such sourcing, the domestic manufacturer may apply under the 
scheme for the import of components required for the manufacturer cf the said 
capital goods, at a concessional rate of customs duty of 15% or zero duty, as the 
case may be."
